Sow I am here in God's 
country — came to stay awhile at 
least. My family is now with 
me ; we live in a place we call 
home. The probability is, the 
next step we take wilt not be in 
the dark. 

We bid loved ones farewell 
long, long ago back East, and we 
premised them, by the help of 
God, we would meet them in 
"the sweet by and by", and 
thank God for the blessed hope. 
Here we meet, sing, pray, preach 
to strange faces, bnt to the glory 
ot God all the same. 

Many of the dear ones have 
asked me by letter what stand I 
have taken with the Dunkard 
Church. In answer, I will say : 
I stand upon the Gospel, for the 
entercement of its principles, 
and tor progress to, or in a high- 
er life. Ah - an individual I op- 
pose Annual Meeting from this 
one fa'ct. As an individual it 
has never benefitted me morally, 
temporally or religiously. Give 
me oue tenth pa it of tbe money 
spent for Annual Meeting pur- 
poses and I think I can do as 
much good preaching the Gos- 
pel as A. M. has done. And 
who can doubt but what I can do 
more 1 T have been laboring 
for the lust eight years where 
ever I have been to give dead 
formality a move and assist in 
removing it as a lock 1o Christian 
progress. Is not the Christian 
b inner "onward and upward?" 
If formality, is dead, there is 
no onward and onward move. 
Join tbe church, put on 
formality, and you never budge 
an inch.
